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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 1 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 (second paragraph) as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 1 and 15: The term "weather signal" cited in the claim do not teach 
clearly the invention. Applicant needs to provide the explanation in order to avoid the 
deficiency. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brachert et al. (US 5832402) and in view of Tanaka et al. (US 5774069). 
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Claims 1-7, 10, 12-14, 16-19: Brachert et al. basically disclose a vehicle control 
system for controlling vehicle, including anti-lock brake system, traction control system, 
and stability system, and a controller coupled to those systems (See Fig. 1, Fig. 2; 
Column 2, lines 1-67, columns 5 and 6, lines 1-67). However, Bracheret et al. do not 
disclose that the controller adapted to receive a vehicle position signal. Tanaka et al. 
overcome the deficiency of Brachert et al. by the teaching of GPS device that detects 
the position of the vehicle. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the system of 
Brachert et al. to include the teachings of Tanaka et al. as discussed above. One 
skilled in the art would realize that the combination of Brachert et al. and Tanaka et al. 
products the claimed invention, wherein the GPS device is provided for navigating the 
vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 8, 9, 20, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
